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DETAILED ACTION 



1. A request for continued examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 
1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e), was filed 
8/09/04 in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 
1.114, and the fee set forth in 3 7 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely 
paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's amendments and 
remarks filed 6/10/04 have been entered. 

2. Claims 21 and 22 are pending and being acted upon. 

3. In view of Applicant's amendment and remarks the previous 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102 have been withdrawn. In 
particular, the new limitation that the invention comprise a T 
cell component separated from blood has necessitated the 
withdrawal of the rejections. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more 
than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States . 

5. Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Foster et al . (1996). 

Foster et al . teaches a population of mammalian (human) T 
cells (peripheral blood mononuclear cells) essentially free of 
stem cells, separated from human blood by leukopheresis , having 
been subjected in vitro to oxidative stress (UVB irradiation) 
(see particularly page 56, Materials and Methods). 

The reference clearly anticipates the claimed invention. 

6. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Yaron et al . (1996) . 

Yaron et al . teaches a population of mammalian (human) T 
cells (peripheral blood mononuclear cells) essentially free of 
stem cells, having been subjected in vitro to oxidative stress 
(UVB irradiation) (see particularly page 259, Materials and 
Methods) .
